The following draft of certain rules which Government 
propose tomake in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
18 of the Travancorc-Cochin Registration of Births and Deaths 
Act, 1953 (VIII of 1953) is published as required by the said 
Section and notice is hereby given thatthe draft will be taken 
into consideration on or after 15-3-1956 . 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft before the date speci 
fied will be considered by Government. 

1. These Rules may be called the Travancore-Cochin Regis 
tration of Births and Deaths Rules, 1955 . 
2. In these Rules: 
(a ) " Act " means the Travancore- Cochin Registration of 

Births and Deaths Act 1953 (VIII of 1953) . 
(6 ) " Form " means a form annexed to these Rules. 
(c ) " Section " means a Section of the Act. 
(d ) “ Vital event" means a birth , death or still-birth . 
(e) " Medical Practitioner " or " Doctor " means and 

includes Medical Practitioners of the Allopathic as 
well as indigenous systems of medicine who are 
registered as per the Travancore- Cochin Medical 

Practitioners Act , 1953. 
(1) " Checking Officer " means the Taluk Registrar , Dis 

trict Registrar , Registrar General or any Officer 

deputed by the Registrar General. 
3. The Director of Public Health , District Health Officers, 
Health Inspectors 

in charge of Taluks and Health Assistants in 
charge of Villages or Conservancy towns shall respectively be 
the Registrar General, District Registrars, Taluk Registrars and 
Registrars under the Act. 
4. (a) Each Registrar shallmaintain Registers of vital events 

occurring in his jurisdiction in Form A , B and Cas 

the case may be in original and in duplicate . 
(b ) The vital events registered as per clause (a) shall in 

each register be given consecutive numbers begin 

ning with the first day of January and ending with 
5. The Registrar shall in view of the possibility of the same 
event being reported by more than one person make sure that 
duplication in Registration of any event is avoided . 

6. Any clerical error detected by a checking officer shall be 
corrected and initialled by him . The original entry should be 
scored off in red ink and the correct entry written in the space 
above it: 

Provided that if the correction is made one year after the 
date of Registration , the sanction of the Registrar General 
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should be obtained. The number and date of sanction should be 
quoted at the bottom of the page in which entries are corrected . 

7. Anyalteration in name, age, date and place of occurrence 
as may be found necessary after the registration of an event 
should be made only with the previous sanction of the District 
Registrar : 

Provided that such alteration made after the lapse of one 
year from the date of Registration is subject to sanction of the 
Registrar General. 
8. (a ) Information regarding vital events should be obtained 

in Form A1, B1 or C1 whichever is appropriate or 
by means of letters containing all the particulars. 
In case of plural births a separate report should be 

obtained for each event. 
(6 ) In case the informant finds himself unable to visit the 

office of the Registrar to sign the registers, he may 
forward a declaration with one anna Revenue Stamp 
attached , signed and witnessed . The declaration 
may be made in the Form A1, B1 or C1 whichever is 

appropriate 
(c ) It is the duty of the Registrar to ascertain and include 

in Form A1, B1, C1 as the case may be such addi 
tional particulars as may be found necessary from 

time to time subject to sanction from Government. 
9. All information received by the Registrars in Form A1, B1; 
or CI should be preserved for two years . 

10. If the Registrar is ignorant of the informants language, 
he shall forward to the Taluk Registrar all statements written in 
such language and get an attested translation of the same from 
the Taluk Registrar before entry in the respective registers. 
He should keep the originals in a separate file and produce them 
before any checking officer who wants the same. 

11. The Office hours of business of each Registrar shall be 
decided by the Registrar General in consultation with the Head 
of the Department who exercises Administrative control over 
the Registrars. A sign board should be displayed prominently 

the name of the office along with 
trar and the hours of business. 

12. If the Registrar is unable to attend to his duties for more 
than a week on account of illness or other urgent reasons, he 
shall report the fact to the Taluk Registrar. The Taluk Regis 
trar should in consultation with the District Registrar make 
temporary arrangements for the performance of the duties of 
the Registrar and any person thus temporarily appointed shall 
be deemed to be a Registrar for purposes of the Act. The 
District Registrar should furnish a report on the arrangements 
made to the Registrar General. 

13. All information received by the Registrar in writing in 
connection with the Registration of vital events shall be pre 
served by him for two years.

14. Each Registrar should keep himself informed of the vital 
events in his jurisdiction and shall take steps for the Registra 
tion of all such events which may be found left unreported , 
provided that the registration of events reported or detected 
one year after the date of occurrence shall be registered only 
with the sanction of the Registrar General. The number and 
date of sanction should be quoted atthe bottoin of the page in 
which the entries are made. 

15. Subject to provision in Section 14, it shall be the duty of 
the Registrar to ascertain and record the names of the children 
in regard to whom the births have already been registered with 
out names. A list ofthe names so recorded along with the birth 
registration numbers should be furnished to the Taluk Registrar 
at the end of each month . 

16. In case any child dies immediately after birth or before 
its birth is registered the birth should be registered in the 
Register of Births and the death in the Register of Deaths. 

17. It shall be the duty of the village staff of the Revenue 
Department and the executive staff of the Local Panchayat 
Council to assist the Registrar in obtaining information about 
vital events. The Registrar shall also keep in touch with the 
Registered Medical Practitioners , Nurses or Midwives in his 
jurisdiction , for obtaining such information . Every possible 
effort should be made to secure accuracy and completeness in 
the registration of vital events. 

18. Notwithstanding the provision contained in Rule 17, the 
Medical Practitioner , Nurse or Midwife who attend a birth and 
the Medical Practitioner who last rendered medical assistance to 
a deceased may furnish a report in Form A1, B1 or Cl which 
ever is appropriate and record his or her signature in the report 
form as well as in the Registers of vital events along with the 
informant when desired by the Registrar. The Medical Practi 
tioner also shall to the best of his knowledge certify the under 
lying cause which led to the death of the deceased . In the case 
of a death from an injury , both the cause of the injury and the 
nature of the injury should be specified . 

19. In case of dead bodies discovered in street or other public 
places it shall be the duty of the Police Officer in whose juris 
diction such body is found to furnish a report to Registrar 
within 12 hours of discovery of such bodies, giving such parti 
cularsas he may be aware of for entries to be made in the 
Register of Deaths. In case of new born children found ex 
posed, the particulars for entry in the Register of Births should 
also be supplied . 

20. Any person bringing a corpse for burial or cremation 
shall if required by the Registrar sign at the burial ground a 
declaration stating the cause of death , name of the last medical 
attendant and other particulars of which he is aware. 

21. Any person who performs the funeral ceremonies of a 
dead person shall when requested by the Registrar furnish such 


information as may be in his possession regarding the particulars 
of the deceased . 

22. A monthly statement of defaulter s shall be sent by the 
Registrar to the Taluk Registrar in Form D within 15 days 
after the close of the month . The Taluk Registrar shall forward 
the same to the District with his remarks and obtain written 
orders from the District Registrar with regard to the action to 
be taken thereon . 

23. The Registrar shall abide by the directions issued by the 
Registrar General from time to time in connection with Registra 
tion of vital events, transmission of periodical returns and the 
maintenance of records. 

24. Each Registrar shall within the 3 months before the com 
mencementof the Financial year, furnish to the Taluk Registrar 
an indent showing the number of registers and forms required 
by him for use in the year. The Taluk Registrar should immedi 
ately prepare a consolidated indent for use in his Taluk and 
forward the same to the Registrar General. 

25. It shall be the duty of the Registrar to produce the records 
in his custody for inspection by a Cehcking Officer. It shall be 
the duty of the Checking Officer tosee that the Registers are kept 
up -to -date and that there is an answer to each and every heading 
in the Registers. The Checking Officer should select at random 
a few cases and conduct enquiries as to the correctness of the 
entries relating thereto. 

26. Enquiries as suggested in Rule 25 will be conducted by 
the Taluk and District Registrars periodically as a routine. 
Monthly inspection notes showing the defects found and the 
action taken thereon should be transmitted to the Registrar 
General regularly . 

27. The Registrar General shall be responsible for the general 
supervision and efficient administration of all legal provisions 
relating to Registration of Births and Deaths throughout the 
State. 

28. The Registrar shall retain all the Registers in his 
for a period of 12 months after the close of the calendar year to 

custody 
which they relate . After this period they should be transmitted 
to the Taluk Registrar for permanent preservation : 

Provided that the duplicates of the Registers referred to in 
Rule 4 (a)written up during each month shall be forwarded to the 
Taluk Registrars as early as possible after the end of themonth. 

29. The Registers of Births and Deaths for purposes of search 
contemplated in Section 15 shall be the duplicate of the Registers 
preserved in the office of the Taluk Registrar . 

30. Application for searching a register shall fulfil the follow 
ing conditions : 

(a) It should be addressed to the Registrar General, 
(b ) It shall contain the name and address of the applicant, 

District Registrar or Taluk Registrar, 
the name of the village or partof the village to which 


the register proposed to be searched pertains and the 

date on which the seach is proposed to be conducted . 
(c) A court fee stamp for the value of four annas shall be 

affixed to it. 
(d ) The search shall bemade in the presence of the Taluk 

Registrar on an officer duly authorised by the 

Registrar General. 
31. Application for extracts under Section 15 should fulfil the 
following conditions : 
(a) It shall be made to Taluk Registrar, District Registrar 

or RegistrarGeneral 
(b ) It should specify the place and date of occurrence the 

name of father or mother with addresses in case of 
births and the name and age at the time of death of 

the deceased in the case of deaths. 
(c) A court fee stamp for the value of four annas should 

be affixed to it 
32. The Taluk Registrar shall prepare and grant the extract in 
Form A2, B2 or C2 as the case may be after alixing his signature 
and seal thereon : Provided that certificates , relating to vital 
events occurring in Health Units or primary or secondary health 
centres shall be countersigned by the Medical Officer in charge 
of the Health Unit or Centre as the case may be. If it is found 
difficult to trace the entry relating to which the extract is de 
manded, the application may be rejected . 

33. A register should be maintained by cach Taluk Registrar 
showing the name, and addresses of applicants under Rules 30 
and 31 and the value of the stamps realised from the applicants. 
The nature of the action taken on each application should be 
recorded. This register should be produced before any checking 
officer who desires to inspect the same.

No person shall, without thewritten permission of the Executive Authority 
or otherwise than in conformity with such written permission slaughter, cut up 
or skin or permit to be slaughtered , cut up or skinned, any cattle , buffalo , sheep , 
goat or pig in any place within the Panchayat are other than a public or private 
slaughter house provided by the Panchayat, 

2. The Executive Authority may allow any animal to be slaughtered in such 
places other than temples within the Panchayat area as he thinks fit on occasions 
of festivals and ceremonies or as a special measure. 

3. No person shall withouta license from the Executive Authority or otherwise 
than in conformity with such license slaughter or permit to be slaughtered within 
the Panchayat arca any cattle, buffalo, goat or pig for purposes of sale to the public . 

4. - The Executive Authority may authorise any person to slaughter without a 
license and without the paymentofany fee any animal for the purpose of a religious 
ceremony in a place other than a temple or its precincts. 

5. License fee for butchers shall be Re. I annually . 

6. No person shall be allowed to bring any cattle, sheep, goat, buffalo or pis 
in the Slaughter House without the payment of an admission fee of annas eight (As. :) 
per bullock, cow , or buffalo and annas four (As. 4) for a sheep, goat or pig . 

7. The Panchayatmay farm out a public Slaughter House as a whole for a period 
not exceeding one year to the highest bidder subject to the following condition : 

The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the whole term and when 
let on the monthly payment system one month s rent shall always be deposited in 
advace u carnest money and the rent for everymonth shall be paid in the Panchayat 

Gice before the 15th of thatmonth , in default of which the contract and the original 
deposit shall be liable to be forfeited and the lessee shall be responsible for any loss 
whicle may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private contract. 
Innranta due from thelease shall be recoverable under the provisions of the Reveno 
Rocorary Act. 

6. The fos preseribed shall be paid at the entrance of the Slaughter Here to 
do ficar appointed by the Executive Authority or to the losace or his authorised 
det for the purpose and a receipt obtained from him .

17. Any one resorting to the Slaughter House shall abide by the Rules, Bye-laws 
and the Orders issued by the Executive Authority or the Officers authorised by him . 

15. A breach or an abetment of a breach of any of the above bye-laws shall be 
parishable with fine which may extend to fifteen rupees and when the breach is 
centinuing one with a further fine which may extend to five rupees every day after 
the first during which the breach continues.

1. No place within the Panchayat area shall be used for any one or more of the 
purposes mentioned in the table of license fees appended, without a license from 
the Executive Authority of the Panchayat or member or Officer authorised by him . 

2. Applications for licenses shall be made in writing to the Executive Authority 
or member or Officer authorised by him in the prescribed printed form which can 
be had at the Panchayat Office on payment of two annas each along with the license 
fee prescribed for, as per the table of license fees annexed . 
3. Every licensee shall observe the following directions: 

i. Heshall at the close of every working day cause the place to be cleaned . 

ii. He shall at the same time cover all refuse, fragments of animal or other 
matter which have fallen or been deposited upon any part of the place or premises 
to be collected and placed in a suitable receptacle to the satisfaction of the Executive 
Authority or member or Officer authorised by him ... 

4. The licensee shall cause every part of the internal surface of the walls of any 
building and every floor and pavement upon the said premises to be kept at all times 
in good order and repair so as to prevent the absorption therein of any liquid , fith 
or refuse or any noxious or injurious matter which may be splashed or may fable 
therein . 

5. The licensee shall cause every drain ormeans of drainage upon or in connec 
tion with the said premises to be maintained at all times in good order or repair . 

6. No person suffering from eruption of skin of any sort or affected with leprosy 
or open sore shallbe employed on any premises used for the tra 

7. The licensee shall put a sign -board containing his name together with the 
No. and purpose ofthe license, in a conspicuous part of the place in respect ofwhich 
the license is granted . 

8. A breach of any these bye-laws shall be punishable with a fine which way 
cktend to fifteen rupees and in case of a continuing breach with bae which may 
extend to five rupees for every day during which the breach continues after a 
viction for the first breach .
